DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Figure 1 shows species 1; figure 7 shows species 2; figure 16 shows species 3; figure 17 
shows species 4; figure 18 shows species 5; figure 19 shows species 6; figure 20 shows species 
7; figure 21 shows species 8; figure 24 shows species 9; figure 25 shows species 10; figure 26 
shows species 1 1; figure 27 shows species 12; figure 28 shows species 13; and figure 29 shows 
species 14.
